Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  Evangelical  Luther- 
an Synod  of  South  Carolina,  and  Adjacent  States, 
met  in  Luther  Chapel,  Leesville,  S.  C,  on  Thursday, 
October  14,  1880,  in  its  Fifty-sixth  Annual  Convention.

The  President  read  his  annual  report,  which  was 
referred  to  the  regular  standing  committee. 

President's  Peport. 

Brethren  of  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina  and  Adjacent 
States  :  The  term  of  office  with  which  you  entrusted  me  has  ex- 
pired. I  have  endeavored  to  attend  to  its  duties  to  the  best  of  my 
ability  ;  and  now,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  our  Consti- 
tution, L  desire  to  render  an  account  of  my  stewardship. 

It  becomes  us  to  acknowledge  the  goodness  of  God,  by  which  we 
are  permitted  to  assemble  once  more  in  synodical  convention,  for  the 
transaction  of  business  connected  with  the  prosperity  of  the  Church. 

Death  has  been  doing  his  work  in  different  parts  of  the  land,  dur- 
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in<>  the  past.  year,  but  not  one  of  our  number  has  been  removed  to 
the  eternal  world.  And  vet.  whilst  we  have  been  spared,  we  are 
admonished  that  iA  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death.  I  deem  it  my 
dnty.  in  this  connection*,  to  refer  to  the  fact  that,  since  our  session 
at  Prosperity,  in  October  last,  one  of  our  number  has  been  called  to 
pass  through  the  dark  waters  of  affliction.  I  allude  to  our  beloved 
brother.  Rev.  \V.  S.  Bowman,  D.  1).,  who  has  foil  >wed  his  excellent 
wife  to  the  tomb.  May  our  heavenly  Father  comfort  our  brother  in 
the  great  loss  which  has  so  overwhelmed  his  heart  with  sorrow. 
During  the  year.  I  have  attended  to  the  following  afficiai  acts: 

LETTERS  OF  DISMISSION. 

On  December  2. 1879.  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.Z.W.  Bedenbaugh 
informing  me  that  he  had  accepted  a  call  from  the  Giles  Pastorate 
at  Newport,  Va..  and  requesting  me  to  dismiss  him  to  the  S.  W.  Va. 
Synod.  I  sent  the  letter  on  the  same  date.  On  account  of  the  se- 
xerity  of  the  climate  and  ill  health  Bro.  B.  was  induced  to  return  to 
S.  (\,  after  a  short,  stay  in  Va.  Since  then  I  have  received  his  hon- 
orable dismissal  from  the  Pres.  of  the  S.  W.  Va.  Synod.-  Rev.  J.  B. 
Greiner,  so  that  Bro.  Bedenbaugh  is  now  again  a  member  of  our 
Synod. 

On  the  23d  of  April,  1880,  I  reci  ived  a  letter  from  Rev.  S.  T. 
Hallman,  informing  me  of  the  fact,  that  he  had  resigned  Pastorate 
No.  2.  in  Orangeburg  Co.,  and  that  he  had  accepted  a  call  from  St. 
James  Ev.  Luth.  Church  at  Concord.  North  Carolina.  In  the  same 
letter  Bro.  H.  requested  me  to  send  him  an  honorable  dismission  to 
the  Ev.  Luth.  Synod  and  Ministerium  of  N.  C.  1  promptly  complied 
with  his  request. 

In  a  letter,  dated  Oct.  6th,  1880,  Rev.  J)r.  W.  S.  Bowman  officially 
communicated  to  me  the  fact  of  his  resignation  of  the  Wentworth  St. 
Lutheran  Church  in  Charleston,  stating  that  he  had  accepted  a  unani- 
mous call  from  the  Ev.  Luth.  Church  in  Savannah.  Ga.  Cn  the  same 
letter  Bro.  Bowman  expressed  his  regret  at  not  being  able  io  attend 
the  present  meeting  of  our  Synod,  and  asked  to  be  dismissed  to  the 
Ev.  Luth.  Synod  of  Georgia.  I  sent  the  letter  of  his  dismission  on  the 
1 2th  inst. 

CALLS  ACCEPTED. 

On  the  11th  of  December,  1879,  I  received  a  card  from  Rev.  A. 
W.  Lindler.  informing  me  that  he  had  received  and  accepted  a  call 
from  the  Mt.  Pleasant  Church  in  Lexington  Co.,  stating  that  he  had 
already  entered  upon  his  work  as  Pastor. 

December  20,  1879,  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  P.  Miller,  in- 
forming me  that  he  had  received  and  accepted  a  call  from  Pastorate 
No.  9,  and  that  he  had  assumed  pastoral  duties.  His  letter  was  ac- 
companied by  his  honorable  dismission  from  the  Ev.  Luth.  Synod  of 
Va.,  signed  by  Rev.  J.  F.  Carnpble,  D.  D..  its  President.  I  informed 
Bro.  M.,  that,  by  this  transaction,  he  was  now  a  member  of  the  Synod 
of  South  Carolina. 
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December  27,  1879.  1  received  a  letter"  from  Rev.  G,  A.  Hough, 
informing  me  that  he  had  accepted  a  call  from  the  Ev.  Luth.  Church 
at  Graniteville  ;  also,  that  he  had  been  recalled  toi  Prospect  Ev  .  Luth. 
Church  at  Early  Branch  ;  also,  that  he  had  received  a  solicitation  to 
continue  his  services  at  Port  Royal. 

On  Jan.  17,  1880.  I  received  a  letter  from  Hew  J.  P.  Smeltzer.  1). 
v.,  informing  me  that  he  had  received  and  accepted  a  cali  from  the 
German  Lutheran  Church  of  Walhalla.  as  a  supply. 

Feb.  28,  1880.  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  B.  Kreps.  informing 
me  that  he  had  accepted  a  call  from  Orange  Chapel,  .vhere  he  had 
been  preaching  since  the  last  meeting  of  Synod  ;  also,  that  he  had 
accepted  a  call  from  Bethany  Church,  in  Lexington  Co.  ;  also,  that  he 
was  preaching  to  a  newly  organized  church,  called  "I'isgah,*'  near 
Lexington,  C.  H.  Bro.  K.  requested  my  sanction  to  this  arrangement- 
till  the  present  meeting  of  Synod.  I  wrote  to  him  at  once,  not  only 
giving  my  sanction,  but  encouraging  him  to  labor  for  the  good  of 
those  points,  and  wishing  him  success. 

June  16,  1880,  I  received  a  card  from  Rev.  Win.  Stoudemnier.  a 
licentiate  of  the  S.  W.  Va.  Synod,  informing  me  that  he  had  taken 
Charge  of  Pastorate  No.  2,  in  O^angebug  Co.,  till  the  present  meet- 
ing of  Synod. 

MISCELLANEOUS  LETTERS  AND  BUSINESS. 

December  3,  1879,  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  H.  Bailey, 
stating'  that  he  had  concluded  to  resign  Lexington  and  Sandy  Run. 
of  the  Lexington  Pastorate,  on  account  of  his  health,  requesting  my 
official  consent  to  his  retaining  Providence  Church,  and  at  the  same 
time  asking  my  advice  on  the  subject.  I  did  not  give  my  consent  to 
his  relinquishing  two  of  the  churches  and  retaining  one  :  1,  because 
I  did  not  consider  myself  authorized  to  divide  a  Pastorate  ;  2,  because 
such  a  division  would  probably  so  weaken  the  churches  financially,  as 
not  to  be  able  to  make  a  second  Pastor  comfortable,  if  the  people 
desired  the  services  of  another.  I  therefore  advised  Bro.  Bailey, 
either  to  retain  the  whole  charge,  or  resign  the  whole  of  it. 

December  11,  1879,  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  Prof.  G.  W. 
Holland,  President  of  Newberry  College,  enclosing  the  quarterly  re- 
ports of  the  Beneficiaries  of  Synod.  These  reports  are  herewith 
submitted. 

In  a  letter,  dated  Jan.  4,  1880.  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Bolies  informed  me 
that  he  continues,  with  God's  help,  faithfully  to  attend  to  his  import- 
a'at  work  as  chaplain  to  the  Asylum  for  the  insane,  at  Columbia,  S.  C. 

Jan.  20,  1880,  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  P.  Miller,  requesting 
me  to  appoint  Drs.  Rude  and  Bowman  and  Rev.  J.  Hawkins,  a  com- 
mittee, to  install  him  as  Pastor  in  his  new  charge,  on  the  3d  Sunday 
of  March.    I  complied  with  Bro.  Miller's  request  at  once. 

Feb.  5,  1880,  I  received  the  following  communication  from  Maj. 
G.  Leapheart,  Treas.  of  the  Bachman  Endowment  Fund,  dated  at 
Columbia,  S.  C,  Jan.  28,  1880:  "Believing  that  an  advisory,  or  as- 
sisting, board  would  be  of  much  service  to  me  in  the  discharge  of 
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snv  dutit-s  us  Treasurer  of  the  Baehman  Endowment  Fund  of  New- 
berry College,  T  respectfully  ask  you  to  appoint  1).  B.  Wheeler,  Esq., 
of  Newberry.  Capt.  W.  E.  Baehman,  of  Columbia,  and  Col.  \V.  J. 
Assmann.  of  Lexington,  to  constitute  said  Board.''  1  cheerfully  and 
immediately  complied  with  the  reasonable  request  of  our  Treasurer, 
by  appointing  the  gentlemen  named  in  his  letter. 

In  a  letter,  dated  April  22,  1880.  Rev.  J.  Hawkins,  our  Corres- 
ponding Secretary,  informed  me.  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  of 
Synod,  of  the  result  of  his  investigations  in  the

From  his  letter,  and  the  accompanying  papers  which  are  herewith 
submitted,  it  app<  ars  that,  after  faithful  effort  on  his  part,  our  Sec- 
retary failed  to  obtain,  from  the  parties  supposed  to  be  interested, 
am  satisfactory  evidence  to  sustain  the  charges  pre  fe  red  against.  R<  v. 
J)T  Rvzer  at  our  last  annua!  convention. 

July  5,  1880.  1  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  H.  S.  Wingard,  Secre- 
tarv  of  our  General  Synod,  stating  that  $22.25  are  due  from  tins 
Synod  for  printing  our  General  S\  nod's  minutes.

The  Delegate  to  the  N.  C.  Synod  read  his  report, 
which  was  adopted. 

Peport  of  Delegate  to  N.  C.  Synod. 

Your  delegate  attended  the  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod 
at  Mt.  Pleasant.  N.  C.  in  the  latter  part  of  April  last.  His  reception 
was  cordial,  and  after  conveying  toe  fraternal  greetings  of  this  Synod, 
the  president  gave  assurance  that  some  one  would  be  appointed  to 
represent  that  body  at  our  present  meeting.  The  N.  C.  Synod  is  77 
years  old.  Its  doctrinal  basis,  besides  the  Augsburg  Oonfes.-ion  and 
the  three  general  creeds,  .embraces  all  the  Symbolical  Books.  It 
numbers  48  congregations,  and  4,681)  communicants.  Rev.  S. 
Kothrock  is  its  President,  and  Rev  .J.  A.  Linn  its  Secretary.  Your 
delegate  took  the  liberty  of  urging  upon  the  brethren  in  North  Caro- 
lina the  importance  of  returning  to  the  General  Synod.  South.  Rev. 
Dr.  L.  A.  Bickle  was  appointed  a  commissioner  to  that  body  which 
met  at  Richmond,  Va..  the  following  week,  and  the  result  you  have 
learned  from  the  press.

The  Delegate  to  the  Tennessee  Synod  read  his  re- 
port which  was  adopted. 

Peport  of  Delegate  to  Tennessee  Synod. 

Your  delegate  to  the  Tennessee  Synod  had  the  pleasure  of  attend- 
ing its  sessions  last  fall  at  Summit,  S.  C.  He  was  very  kindly 
received,  and  treated  with  Christian  hospitality.  There  appeared 
throughout. the  proceedings  much  harmony  of  feeling  and  great  inter- 
est in  the  work  to  which  these  brethren  are  called.     The  kindest 
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feeling  was  expressed  toward  ihe  South  Carolina  Synod,  and  Rev.  J. 
K.  Eflrd  was  elected  delegate  to  this  body.  We  rejoice  to  see  him 
present.  The  attention  of  the  Tennessee  Synod  is  being  directed 
mainlv  to  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  and  the  cause 
of  missions  within  their  bounds.  We  are  fn  ly  convinced  thrt  a 
greater  intimacy  and  better  acquaintance  with  these  two  bodies  would 
result  in  a  closer  union.

The  following  memoir  of  Rev.  D.  Shealy  was  read 
and  adopted  by  a  rising  vote: 

Rev.  David  Shealy  of  Spring  Hill,  S.  C  departed  this  life,  Februa- 
ry 14th,  1879,  in  the  72nd  year  of  his  age.  He  was  licensed  to 
preach  the  gospel  by  the  Evangelical  Lutheian  Synod  of  South  Caro- 
lina, in  1857.  and  ordained  in  1859.  He  served  various  churches  in 
Lexington  county,  from  the  time  of  his  licensure  to  within  a  few 
months  of  his  death  ;  often  travelling  great  distances  to  fill  his  ap- 
pointments. Some  years,  in  the  latter  part  of  his  ministry,  he 
travelled  two  thousand  miles  to  reach  his  engagements.  He  was  an 
earnest,  practical  preacher,  and  insisted  strenuously  on  experimental 
piety.  He  was  found  dead  in  the  road,  having  fallen  from  his  horse 
a  few  miles  from  home,  either  with  apopUxy,  or  disease  of  the  heart. 
It  may  be  said  of  him  that  he  lived  and  died  in  the  saddle.  Although 
no  one  was  present  to  hear  his  dying  testimony  to  the  truth  and 
power  of  the  religion  which  he  so  long  and.  confidently  professed,  yet 
we  have  the  comforting  hope  that  the  Saviour,  whom  he  so  earnestly 
recommended  to  others,  sustained  him  in  his  dying  moments  and 
that  he  is  gone  to  the  rest  that  remains  for  the  people  of  God.

The  Committee  on  Revision  of  the  Constitution  of 
Synod  reported.  The  ccirmittee  was  cendnued,  with 
the  addition  of  Revs.  J.  D.  Shirey  and  J.  A.  Slight  to 
the  committee. 

The  statement  of  the  Building  Committee  of  New- 
berry College  was  referred  for  future  action. 

The  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  was 
read  and  adopted. 

Report  of  Cor.  Secretary. 

No  official  correspondence  has  transpired  during  the  year. 
We  have  received  the  following  minutes : 

1.  The  South  Western  Va.  Synod — Rev.  J.  B.  Greirer,  President; 
Bev.  E.  W.  Hubbert.  Secretary  ;  21  ordained  ministers;  42  congre- 
gations, and  2,575  communicants.  It  has  a  Centennarv  Fund  of 
$600,  the  interest  of  which  is  applied  to  beneficiary  education.  For 
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missions,  $600  were  raised  last  year.  An  interesting  S.  S.  Con- 
vention was  held  in  connection  with  Synod,  and  will  hereafter 
be  made  a  part  of  the  Synodical  proceedings.  The  President  was 
forbidden,  as  allowed  by  the  constitution  of  Synod,  to  grant  an  ad 
interim  license  to  any  young  men  coming  from  a  Synod  that  does  not 
grant  such  license. 

2.  Virginia  Synod — Rev.  John  B.  Campbell,  D.  D.,  President ; 
Rev.  J.  H.  Barb,  Secretary.  This  Synod  is  composed  of  29  ordained 
ministers,  58  congregations  and  4,056  communicants.  This  Synod 
leads  all  the  synods  in  the  South  in  the  work  of  missions,  and  has  the 
first  missionary  in  the  United  States  who  is  supported  by  the  Sunday 
Schools  in  its  connection. 

3.  Mississippi  Synod — This  struggling  little  body  is  doing  all  it 
can  to  sustain  the  Lutheran  cause  in  Mississippi.  But  they  greatly 
need  the  prayers  and  material  aid  of  the  older  synods.  Their  Classi- 
cal Institute  is  in  a  good  condition.  A  Sunday  School  Convention 
was  held  within  their  bounds  a  short  time  ago,  and  they  are  active  in 
the  Master's  cause.  They  sustained  a  heavy  loss  in  the  removal  of 
Rev.  B.  S.  Brown,  who  has  returned  to  the  east. 

4.  Georgia  Synod — Rev.  J.  S.  Elmore,  President :  Rev.  W.  A.  Tigner 
Secretary.  This  Synod  with  its  9  ministers,  13  congregations  and 
1,036  communicancs,  is  actively  engaged  in  the  upbuilding  of  >:he 
church;  but  her  field  is  so  large  and  her  force  so  small  that  she  can 
not  occupy  and  cultivate  as  she  desires — yet  the  church  within  her 
borders  is  in  a  healthy  condition. 

5.  Tennessee  Synod — Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson,  President;  Rev.  M.  L. 
Little,  Secretary.  This  Synod  has  21  ministers,  74  churches  and 
7,326  communicants. 

6.  North  Caroliyia  Synod — Rev.  S.  Rothrock,  President ;  Rev.  J. 
A.  Linn,  Secretary;  21  ministers;  48  congregations  and  4,689  con- 
firmed and  2,085^unconfirmed  members.  The  report  on  the  state  of 
the  Church  is  encouraging.  J.  HAWKINS. 

The  resolution  on  page  35,  minutes  of  last  Synod, 
striking  out  from  Chap.  V  Art.  1,  Constitution  of  Syn- 
od, the  words  "A  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Fund," 
and  Art.  3  Chap.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Theological 
Seminary  was  received  and  adopted. 

Peport  on  Theological  Seminary. 

The  present  session  of  the  Seminary  opened  on  the  2nd  of  Sep- 
tember. Seven  (7)  new  students  have  been  admitted  to  regular 
instruction,  making  eleven  (11)  now  in  connection  with  the  institution  ; 
of  this  number  five  (5)  are  from  the  Synod  of  S.  0.,  four  (4)  from 
those  of  Va.,  and  two  (2)  from  that  of  N.  C.  Two  of  the  number 
from  the  S.  C.  Synod  are  members  of  the  Senior  Class,  and  will  be 
applicants  for  graduation  at  the  close  of  the  present  session.  We  are 
glad  to  be  able  to  report  them  as  diligent  students,  as  well  as  young 
men  of  excellent  christian  character.  Two  of  the  three  that  have 
entered  the  present  session  have  begun  well,  and  are  showing  them- 
selves "diligent  in  business."  (Mr.  Shepherd  has  just  entered  the 
Seminary.)  The  character  of  all  the  young  men  now  under  our 
charge  we  believe  to  be  excellent. 

If  we  are  willing  to  be  satisfied  with  the  results  of  a  numerical 
comparison  of  this  Seminary  with  that  of  others  in  the  Lutheran 
Church,  there  is  much  to  encourage  us,  the  number  of  young  men 
preparing  for  the  ministry  being  larger  in  proportion  to  membership 
than  in  any  of  the  Seminaries  under  the  control  of  general  bodies, 
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with  the  exception  of  that  of  the  Synodical  Conference.  But  in  this 
instance  also  to  "compare  ourselves  among  ourselves,"  would  not  be 
wise.  Nor  in  this  case  do  demand  and  supply  regulate  each  other. 
The  destitution  existing  in  some  of  our  Synods,  and  especially  the 
call  for  "laborers."  in  home  mission  fields,  show  that  the  Lutheran 
Church  of  the  General  Synod  South  is  very  far  from  filling 'the  meas* 
are  of  its  obligations.  It  remains  with  Synods,  congregations,  pastors 
and  parents  to  supply  this  demand  for  ministers  of  the  word.  May  we 
not  suggest  to  you,  brethren,  to  press  this  subject  upon  the  conscience 
of  the  Church?  The  pulp  t  is  largely  responsible  for  any  lack  in  this 
direction.  If  the  brethren  will  preach  and  talk  earnestly  about  the 
claims  of  the  gospel  ministry  their  spirit  and  influence  will  reach  the 
congregations,  and  above  all,  the  families,  and  then  the  Lord  will 
**send  forth  laborers."  We  want  the  sons  of  ministers,  and  inch  as 
have  been  given  to  God  in  Holy  Baptism  in  their  infancy,  and  trained 
in  the  precious  faith  and  traditions  of  the  Lutheran  Chureh.  It 
should  be  the  ambition  of  parents  and  congregations  to  have  sons 
and  members  priests  of  the  Most  High  God.  We  need  your  prayers 
for  us  in  our  work,  and  upon  the  young  men  committed  to  our  train- 
ing. But  none  the  less  do  we  desire  and  pray  that  your  endeavors  may 
be  zealous  and  constant  towards  constraining  young  men  to  seek  the 
ministry  of  reconciliation.  The  Lord  calls,  but  he  calls  by  and  through 
the  Church.  S.  A.  REPASS.

A  letter  from  Rev.  Johannes  Heckel,  of  Charleston,  S.  C, 
and  2nd,  a  letter  from  the  officers  of  his  congregation,  upon  which 
we  recommend  the  following  ; 

Whereas,  It  was  through  a  misunderstanding  of  Pastor  Heckel's 
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condition  that  the  clause,  "be  not  excused,"  appeared  on  the  face  of 
our  last  year's  minutes,  and  whereas,  we  regret  any  action  of  ours, 
in  any  wise  calculated  to  offend  the  brother,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  1,  That  we  do  rescind  the  action  of  last  year  not  excus- 
ing Bro.  Heckel  from  non  attendance  upon  the  meeting  of  this  boyd. 

Revolved,  2.  That  we  heartily  sympathize  with  Bro.  Heckel  in  his 
afflictions,  and  pray  the  blessings  of  God  upon  him  in  his  labors. 

Resolved.  3s  That  this  Synod  has  the  most  implicit  confidence  in 
the  Christian  character  and  efficiency  of  Bro.  Heckel. 

We  herein  express  the  hope  that  Bro.  Heckel's  congregation  will 
accept  the  foregoing  explanation  for  any  injuries  they  may  have  sup- 
posed done  their  beloved  pastor.  J.  HAWKINS.

Report  of  Committee  on  Letters  and  Excuses. 

Your  Committee  on  Letters  and  Excuses  beg  leave  to  report  as 
follows  : 

No.  1  is  a  letter  from  Hev.  J.  P.  Smeltzer,  D.  D..  containing  a 
statement  of  the  funds  raised  in  his  Pastorate  lor  Synod,  his  Parochi- 
al Report,  and  his  reason  for  non-attendance  at  the  present  meeting 
of  Synod.  He  states,  "I  would  love  to  be  with  you.  hut.  my  presence 
at  College  is  absolutely  necessary."  Your  Committee  recommend 
that  he  be  excused. 

No.  2  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  B.  F.  Berry  in  .vhich  he  writes,  "Please 
excuse  my  non-attendance  at  Synod,  as  I  am  trying  to  w>nd  up  my 
wordly  affairs  in  this  section  for  the  purpose  of  going  elsewhere." 
We  recommend  that  he  be  excused. 

No.  3  is  a  postal  from  Rev.  Z.  W.  Bedenbaugh.  in  which  he  re- 
quests the  President  to  have  him  excused,  because  as  he  states,  his 
farm  engagements  are  such  that  he  cannot  leave  home,  being  entirely 
dependent  upon  the  farm  for  a  support.  We  sympathize  with  the 
dear  brother,  and  recommend  that  he  be  excused. 

No.  4  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  E.  A..Bolles.  stating  that  his  situation 
is  such  that  he  cannot  attend  the  present  meeting  of  Synod.  He 
does  not  state  his  peculiar  circumstances,  but  in  view  of  his  ad- 
vanced age  in  the  ministry,  we  recommend  that  he  be  excused. 

No.  5  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  W.  J.  Smith,  addressed  to  the  Corres- 
ponding Secretary  of  this  Synod,  in  which  he  states  that  he  was  duly 
elected  as  the  Corresponding  Delegate  from  the  North  Carolina 
Synod,  but  from  •'circumstances  not  unknown  in  the  ministry,"  he  is 
unable  to  attend.  His  letter  conveys  the  fraternal  greetings  of  the 
North  Carolina  Synod  to  the  South  Carolina  Synod,  and  the  earnest 
prayer  that  the  God  of  all  grace  may  be  with  us  in  our  deliberations,  etc. 

We  exceedingly  regret  brother  Smith's  inability  to  be  present  with 
us,  and  assure  him  that  his  kind  wishes  in  our  behalf  and  the  frater 
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nal  greetings  of  his  Synod  will  be  duly  reciprocated.

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Seminary  Fund 
was  read  and  referred  to  the  proper  committee. 

G.  W.  Dingle,  Esq.,  was  elected  Treasurer  of  the 
Seminary  Fund. 

Resolved,  That  Gen.  Rudolph  Seigling.  Capt.  Jacob  Small  and 
Albert  Leugwick.  Esqrs..  be  requested  to  act  as  an  advisory  commit- 
tee for  the  Treasurer  of  th«i  Seminary  Fund. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pastoral  Districts 
was  recommitted  and  Rev.  J.  A.  Sligh  added  to  the 
Committee. 

Rev.  E.  T.  Horn  was  made  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  Religion.  The  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  reception  of  the  Building  now  used 
by  Newberry  College  was  adopted. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Peception  of  New- 
berry College. 

Whereas,  the  Bailding  Committee  of  Newberry  College  has  repre- 
sented to  this  body  that  the  sum  of  $12,860.60  has  been  expended 
upon  tha  grounds  and  building  of  this  institution,  and  whereas,  the

said  committee  represents  that  they  have  caused  further  work  to  be? 
done  upon  the  said  building  to  the  amount  of  about  $1,800.  which 
amount  added  to  the  sum  already  expended,  will  make  a  total  of 
$14,600.00,  and  whereas,  in  consequence  of  the  great  difficulties  at- 
tending the  collection  of  the  entire  amount  of  subscription,  and  also, 
in  consequence  of  the  value  of  the  buildings  and  grounds  being  con- 
siderably over  and  above  the  value  of  $15,000.00,  and  whereas,  in 
consideration  of  the  facts  herein  set  forth,  the  Building  Committee 
do  ask  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  receive  from  them,  or  from 
the  people  of  Newberry,  the  aforesaid  college,  upon  condition  that 
the  outstanding  debt  be  paid,  now  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  receive  said  building, 
lands,  etc.,  whenever  such  tender  shall  be  made,  upon  the  conditions 
following,  to  wit : 

1.  That  the  property  shall  be  entirely  free  from  debt. 

2.  That  the  title  to  said  property  be  satisfactory  to  said  receiving 
committee. 

3.  That  the  building  be  such,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee, 
is  a  good,  substantial  building,  constructed  in  workmanship  of  good 
grade,  and  of  such  value  as  is  the  full  equivalent  of  $15,000,  the 
amount  of  the  bond  executed  to  Synod. 

4.  That  all  uncollected  subscriptions  be  turned  over  to  the  com- 
mittee for  the  benefit  of  the  College. 

5  The  foregoing  conditions  being  complied  with,  the  committee 
aforementioned  is  hereby  authorized  to  surrender  the  bond  executed 
to  Synod  by  citizens  of  Newberrv.

Both  Conferenees  decided,  in  refer- 
ence to  beneficiary  education,  that  no  better  plan  than  the  one  under 
which  we  are  now  working  can  be  devised,  therefore  report  accord- 
ingly.

Saturday,  2  P.  M. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  J.  D.  Shirey. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Missions 
was  read  and  considered  by  items. 
Report  of  Executive  Committee  of  Missions. 

Rev.  J.  F.  Kiser,  your  missionary  at  Orangeburg,  has  reported 
regularly  to  this  Committee.'  He  reports  the  mortgage  on  the  church 
paid  by  collections  he  made  South  and  North,  and  a  bell  purchased 
for  h''s  church.  Bro.  Kiser  was  absent  from  his  congregation  longer 
than  your  Committee  think  he  should  have  been,  but  perhaps  he  is 
able  to  make  it  satisfactory  to  the  Synod. 

Rev.  B.  Kreps,  missionary  to  Orange  Chapel,  has  been  faithful  and 
entirely  successful,  and  deserves  the  commendation  of  Synod.  He 
reports  his  congregation  as  self-sustaining. 

Rev.  G.  A.  Hough,  missionary  to  Graniteville,  Early  Branch  and 
Beaufort,  made  regular  reports  at  the  end  of  each  quarter.  He  has 
been  faithful  and  zealous  in  his  work,  doing  all  in  his  power  to  ad- 
vance the  cause  of  Christ  in  his  charge. 

The  sum  of  $25  was  voted  the  New  Bethlehem  Congregation,  in 
Anderson  county.    We  recommend  that  the  amount  be  paid. 

Rev.  C.  F.  Bansemer  has  been  importunate  in  his  appeals  for  aid 
at  Jacksonville,  Fla..  and  your  Committee  regret  exceedingly  that 
they  have  been  entirely  unable  to  do  anyihing  for  him.  We  greatly 
sympathize  with  that  congregation  and  Bro.  Bansemer,  and  hope  that 
Synod  may  be  able  to  do  something  for  them.

Resolved,  That  the  explanation  made  by  Rev.  J.  F.  Kiser  is  en- 
tirely satisfactory  to  this  Synod. 

Items  2,  3  and  4  were  adopted.    Item  5  was  adopt- 
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ed,  and  Rev.  C.  F.  Bansemer's  appeal  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  Missions. 

The  following  Executive  Committee  of  Missions 
was  elected:  Rev.  J.  Hawkins,  Chairman  ex  officio, 
Rev.  J.  A.  Sligh,  Rev.  J.  D.  Bowles,  Rev.  H.  S.  Wing- 
ard,  Maj.  P.  E.  Wise  and  Mr.  H.  S.  Boozer. 

Resolved,  That  all  applications  for  mission  aid  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  Missions. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  report  of  the 
Delegates  to  the  General  Synod  was  considered  by 
items. 

Report  of  Chairman  of  Delegation  to  Gener- 
,   al  Synod. 

The  twelfth  convention  of  the  General  Synod  South  met  at  Rich- 
mond. VaM  May  6 — 10,  1880.  All  the  clerical  and  three  of  the  lay 
delegates  from  this  body  were  present,  while  Va.  Synod,  within  the 
bounds  of  which  the  General  Synod  met,  furnished  only  two  lay  dele- 
gates. Southwest  Va.  Synod  was  fully  represented.  Ga.  Synod  had 
two  clerical  and  one  lay  delegates.  Mississippi  Synod  was  not  repre- 
sented. It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  in  portions  of  our  Jhurch 
the  laity  take  too  little  interest  in  the  chutch-work.  We  caniiot  pros- 
per until  there  is  a  change  for  the  better.  We  need  men,  women, 
and  even  children  who  will  serve  the  Lord.  An  old  adage  is  business 
first  and  then  pleasure ;  a  modern  adage  seems  to  be  first  business  or 
pleasure,  and  then  the  Lord  and  the  Church. 

Rev.  J.  Hawkins  was  elected  President,  Rev.  H.  S.  Wingard  Sec- 
retary and  Capt.  G.  S.  Hacker  Treasurer. 

Rev.  Dr.  W.  D.  Strobelwas  received  as  the  corresponding  delegate 
of  the  General  Synod  North.  This  brother,  a  native  South  Caro- 
linian, was  with  us  the  whole  time,  co-operated  with  us,  and  did  much 
to  make  the  convention  a  success.  Rev.  Dr.  Ch.  P.  Krauth  appeared 
during  the  third  session,  on  Saturday,  May  8th,  and  was  received  as 
the  official  visitor  from  the  General  Council.  Indisposition,  however, 
prevented  the  Doctor  from  giving  us  much  of  his  esteemed  presence 
and  valued  counsel.  Revs.  Drs.  Conrad,  Baum  and  Butler  and  Prof. 
Parson,  of  the  General  Synod  North,  Revs.  Smith,  Moser  and  Haskell, 
of  the  Va.  Synod,  Rev.  E.  A.  Wingard,  of  N.  C.  Synod,  Revs.  Star, 
Brown,  Judkins,  D.  D.,  and  Edwards,  D.D.,  of  the  M.  E.  Church  South  ; 
Revs.  Drs.  Reed  and  Preston,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church ;  Rev. 
Huber,  of  the  German  Evangelical  United  Church ;  Rev.  Dr.  Haw- 
thorne, of  the  Baptist  Church ;  Rev.  Dr.  Peterkin,  of  tbe  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  and  Rev.  Tyler,  of  the  Christian  Church,  were  in- 
vited to  seats  on  the  floor  of  Synod.  Rev.  Dr.  Bickle  was  received 
as  commissioner  from  the  North  Carolina  Synod.  As  items  of  espe- 
cial interest  to  this  Synod,  we  notice  : 
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1.  The  action  of  the  Committee  of  Conference  with  Bev.  Dr. 
Bickle,  the  Commissioner  from  N.  C.  Synod.  We  recommend  that 
the  report  of  the  committee  be  read.  It  is  found  on  page  12  of  the 
printed  minutes. 

2.  Revs.  Dr.  Rude.  J.  Hawkins.  J.  F.  Probst.  Capt,  G.  S.  Hacker 
and  R.  G.  Chisolm,  Esq.,  were  elected  directors  from  this  Synod  of 
the  Theological  Seminary. 

3.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Missions  ^suggestsYespectftilly'* 
that  the  per  capita  assessment  of  this  Synod  was  not  intended  for 
home  missions  only.  If  this  is  correct  our  assessment  should  be 
doubled.  An  appeal  on  the  subject  of  missions  is  to  be  addressed 
to  the  churches.  $100  were  appropriated  to  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  of  the  General  Synod  North,  and  all  monyes  for  Foreign 
Missions  from  the  District  Synods,  or  their  congregations,  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Central  Committee  on  Missions.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
all,  both  clerical  and  lay  members  of  the  churches  of  the  S.  C.  Synod, 
will  contribute  liberally  to  this,  cause.  What  is  lacking  as  much,  if 
not  more  than  aught  else,  is  love  for  souls.  We  are  doing  next  to 
nothing  for  the  extension  of  the  Evangelical  Church,  for  the  spread 
of  her  pure  doctrine  and  practice.  We  educate  ministers  and  have 
no  fields  for  them.  The  assessment  for  missions  of  three  cents  pef 
communing  member  was  continued. 

4.  The  Committee  on  mileage  paid  your  delegates  $38,98,  which, 
as  regards  their  expenses,  is  but  as  a  drop  in  a  bucket.  The  delegation, 
therefore,  respectfully  asks,  that  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  be  directed 
to  pay  to  each  of  its  members  the  balance  due  of  legitimate  traveling 
expenses. 

5.  Two  propositions  proffering  inducements  for  the  rem  oral  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  to  Charlotte,  N.  €,,  were  presented.  It  was, 
however,  concluded  inadvisable  to  change  its  present  location,  and  it 
was  hoped  that  buildings  may  be  provided  at  Salem,  Va.,  in  which1 
the  Seminary  may  find  a  pennanent  borne.  We,  for  one,  do  not 
think  that  hoping  will  put  up  much  of  an  edifice, 

6.  Rev.  W.  C.  SchaefFer,  the  delegate  to  the  General  Synod  North, 
attended  its  meeting  at  Wooster.  Ohio,  and  was  most  cordially  rev 
ceived  and  entertained. 

7.  The  Committee  on  Church  Literature  most  heartily  approved  of 
and  recommended  the  Lutheran  Visitor,  and  the  members  of  the 
General  Synod  pledged  themselves  to  present  the  claims  of  the 
Visitor  to  their  respective  Synods,  and  urge  upon  therm  the  honest  en-' 
deavor  to  extend  its  circulation  among  the  congregations.  All  efforts 
to  displace  the  Visitor  by  other  Lutheran  organs  were  declared  to  merit 
and  to  meet  the  disapproval  of  the  General  Synod.  Rev.  Dr.  Rude  was 
appointed  to  prepare  a  Liturgy  for  the  Sunday  School  Hymnbook, 

8.  The  Committee  on  Richmond  Mission  reported  a  debt  of  $12.- 
000  resting  on  the  Mission  Church.  It  was  proposed  that  this  Synod 
obligate  itself  for  $1,500  of  this  amount.  Your  delegation  did  not 
feel  empowered  to  pledge  this  body,  but  promised  to  use  its  utmost  in- 
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fluence  to  raise  said  amount  during  the  next  five,  years.  The  members 
of  the  delegation,  however  personally,  subscribed  $400  towards  hs 
payment,  and  one  of  our  colleagues  assumed  the  payment  of  the  inter- 
est of  the  proposed  assessment  for  five  years. 

9.  A  Committee  composed  of  Revs.  R.  C.  Holland,  J.  F.  Probst 
and  L.  G.  Miller  was  appointed  to  devise  and  execute  measures  for 
the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  colored  people  of  the  South.  Time  must 
prove  whether  this  committee  is  efficient  or  not. 

10.  The  Committee  on  Literary  Institutions  reported  that  Ronoake 
College.  Va.,  Eden  Collegiate  Institute,  Miss.,  Staunton  Female  Semi- 
nary and  Marion  Female  College  are  flourishing  and  doing  a  most  im- 
portant work  among  our  people.  The  rest  of  our  Educational  Insti- 
tutions were  not  represented. 

11.  The  Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church  was  incomplete,  as  the 
documents  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  only  enabled  them  to  make  a 
partial  report.  It  was,  however,  shown  that  there  had  been,  during 
1878 — 79.  a  considerable  numerical  incre  ase  to  the  S.  C.  and  the  Va. 
Synods ;  and  that  the  S.  C.  Synod  collected  for  benevolent  purposes 
$4,50  per  member,  while  the  Va.  Synod's  contributions  amounted  to 
$6.88, per  member.  This  we  must  remedy.  Our  people  must  not 
be  behind  in  good  works.  It  was  also  shown  that  the  entire  General 
Synod  only  contributed  $302.51  to  Foreign  Missions,  and  this  entirely 
from  the  S.  C.  and  Va.  Synods.  This  Committee  also  pointed  out 
the  lack  ol  efficiency  of  our  general  body,  which  in  the  language  of 
the  Committee  "has  no  central  power."  The  attention  was  earnestly 
called  to  the  necessity  of  perfecting  its  executive  functions,  and  the 
President  was  recommended  to  communicate  with  the  Presidents 
of  the  District  Synods  with  reference  to  the  general  interests  legis- 
lated upon,  and  to  see  carefully  to  their  execution.  It  is  a  fact, 
which  thoughtful  men  among  us,  who  are  zealous  for  the  welfare  of 
the  Church  well  understand,  that  our  Synods  are  held  together  by 
what  ,  may  appropriately  be  termed  a  rope  of  sand,  that  we  need  a 
stronger^form  of  church  government,  that  the  Synods  should  have 
greater  power  over  the  churches,  that  the  Presidents  of  the  District 
Synods  should  have  greater  executive  authority  and  that  all  synodical 
acts  touching  the  status  of  the  congregations  and  the  pastors'  relations 
to  the  Synods  and  the  churches  should  only  then  be  valid,  when  ap- 
proved of  by  the  General  Synod. 

Finally:  A  pleasing  feature,  which  ought  not  to  be  omitted  from 
this  Report,  was  the  cordial  welcome  and  the  Christian  kindness 
which  made  our  stay  so  pleasant  in  Richmond.  The  homes*  the 
hearts  and  the  churches  of  many  of  the  Lord's  people  were  opened 
to  usV  The  Missouri  Synod  Church,  though  Lutheran,  ignored  us, 
but  then  it  has  not  received  the  gift  of  tongues,  and  it  still  breathes 
the  internal  atmosphere  of  the  Sixteenth  Century.  But  we  bear 
them  no  ill  will,  they  act  according  to  the  light  they  have.  A' 
gratifying  contrast  is  afforded  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Peterkin  and  his  peo- 
ple, of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.    Not  only  did  the  Doctor 
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meet  with  us  in  Synod,  but  he  worshipped  with  us.  and  gave  us  the 
free  use  of  his  church.  By  this  art  of  Christian  cotutesy  the  venera- 
ble and  revered  Dr.  Peterkin  and  his  people  honored  themselves 
more  than  they  honored  us ;  proved  that  they  are  indeed  not  only  of 
us,  but  also  of  the  Holy  Christian  Church  and  have  with  us  one  Lord, 
oue  faith  and  one  baptism.  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  bein«j 
the  daughter  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  is  only  then  true  to 
herself,  when  true  to  the  Mother  Church  of  Evangelical  Christendom. 

Before  closing  this  Report  we  ask  leave  to  add  that  the  Twelfth 
Convention  of  our  General  Synod  was.  undoubtedly,  the  most  har- 
monious, profitable  and  interesting  meeting  ever  held  by  us.  Good 
was  done,  and  if  the  District  Synods,  the  ministers  and  the  laity  of 
our  churches  by  their  works,  faithfulness,  spiritual  mindedness,  self- 
denial,  diligence  and  devotion  to  the  cause  of  Christ  and  the  king* 
dom  of  heaven  sanction  the  action  of  the  General  Synod,  and  carry 
out  the  measures  adopted,  then  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  will 
not,  can  not,  does  not  withhold  His  blessing.

Whereas,  we  are  informed  that,  at  its  last  meeting,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Newberry  College  did.  in  accordance  with  instructions 
from  this  body,  draw  lots,  fixing  the  term  of  office  of  each  member 
thereof — but  the  Board  having  failed  to  certify  Synod  of  the  names 
of  the  several  classes,  and  thereby  rendering  it  difficult  for  us  at  this 
time  to  make  an  intelligent  selection  of  members  to  fill  the  place  of 
the  out-going  class,  therefore, 

Resolved.  That  the  rules  be  suspended,  and  that  the  Revsi  Shirey, 
Hughes  and  Maj.  P.  E.  Wise  be  empowered  to  elect  during  the  vaca- 
tion of  Synod,  six  Trustees  to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years. 

Capt.  G.  S.  Hacker  and  Geo.  S.  Mower,  Esqr.  were 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Newberry  College  occasioned  by  the  removal  of 
Rev.  W.  S.  Bowman,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  S.  T.  Hallman. 

Rev.  L.  E.  Busby  was  appointed  to  preach  the  Ser- 
mon on  Missions  at  the  next  meeting  of  Synod,  with 
Rev.  J.  D.  Bowles  as  alternate. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  death  of  J.  F. 
Schirmer,  Esqr.,  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  death  of  J. 
F.  Schirmer,  Esq. 

Died  at  Charleston,  S.  C,  Wednesday  October  the  12th,  1880, 
Jacob  F.  Schirmer,  Esq.,  having  attained  to  the  ripe  age  of  77  years. 

From  early  youth  a  member  of  the  Ev.  Lutheran  Church,  he  to  the 
last  day  of  his  life  remained  faithful  in  all  things.  He  truly  adorned 
his  Christian  profession  by  a  godly  walk  and  conversation.  All  men, 
without  exception,  bore  witness  to  his  purity  of  character  and  sinceri- 
ty of  purpose.  One,  and  he  a  man  of  the  world,  who  knew  him  well 
being  asked  many  years  ago  what  manner  of  man  he  was,  took  a 
sheet  of  writing  paper,  held  it  up,  and  said  :  "Such  is  he,  without  spot 
or  _wrinkle." 

It  is  not,  however  of  Jacob  F.  Schirmer  as  a  citizen,  as  a  neighbor 
or  as  the  head  of  a  family,  that  we  here  propose  to  record  his  nobility 
of  life ;  but  as  a  Christian  and  as  a  worker  for  Christ  and  the  Church. 


Devoted,  untiring  and  self-denying  he  gave  his  manhood's  strength 
and  the  experience  of  a  long  life  to  the  cause  of  religion  pure  and 
nndefiled,  and  to  the  Evangelical  Church.  His  highest  aims,  his 
constant  endeavor  was  to  serve  the  Triune  God.  And  he  had  a  large, 
loving  and  sanctified  heart  and  spirit.  His  own  Church,  St.  John's, 
of  Charleston,  knew  and  appreciated  his  worth.  He  was  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Church  Council  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday 
School  for  manv  years,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  a  member  of  the 
Church  Council.  He  was  for  more  than  forty  years  an  attendant  at 
Synod,  either  as  a  delegate  from  St.  John's  or  as  an  officer  of  Synod. 
He  also  repeatedly  represented  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina  in  the 
General  Synod  North,  and  afterwards  in  our  own  General  Synod,  as 
tang  as  his  physical  strength  enabled  him  to  urdergo  the  fatigue. 
Business  never  prev<  nted  him  from  serving  the  Lord  and  the  Church. 
He  always  paid  close  attention  to  and  took  the  greatest  interest  .in 
the  proceedings,  watched  them  whh  unflagging  attention,  spoke  al- 
ways at  the  right  moment,  and  his  counsel  was  always  dictated  by 
wisdom  and  by  love  for  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom.  As  the  Treasur- 
er, for  many  years,  of  the  Seminary  Fund  he,  by  his  business  tact 
and  cautions  management,  while  a  great  majority  of  institutions  dur- 
ing the  existence  of  the  Confederacy  lost  all  their  property,  pre- 
served, alriiost  intact,  our  Seminary  Tund.  He  was  a  warm  and 
trusted  friend  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bachman,  his  pastor,  for  more  than 
half  a  century.  His  advice  in  things,  both  temporal  and  spiritual, 
was  continually  sought  by  many.  He  was  also  a  truly  benevolent 
Yuan  ;  he  honored  the  Lord  with  his  substance  ;  he  gave  freely,  but 
\n  secret ;  he  sought  not  the  praise  of  men.  And  he  will  be  missed, 
nay  he  is  missed  now,  during  this  session  of  Synod.  Many  ask: 
W  here  is  Father  Schtrmer?  and  the  answer :  vVe  shall  see  him 
no  more  in  the  earthly  tabernacle,  causes  many  a  tear  to  flow.  He 
was  even  preparing  to  meet  with  us  in  our  present  Synodical  assem- 
bly ;  but  the  Lord  called  him  instead  to  meet  with  the  assembly  in 
heaven.  . 

He  is  the  author  of  a  historical  sketch  of  the  South  Carolina  Syn- 
od, and  left  a  manuscript  history  of  St.  John's  Church.  We  also  un. 
derstand  that  he  left  ample  materials  for  a  biography,  which  we  hope 
his  pastor,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Horn,  will  prepare  for  publication. 

Our  beloved  brother  and  father  is  no  more  ;  we  mourn  and  yet  we 
rejoice;  he  died  in  the  full  assurance  of  faith;  he  died  as  he  lived, 
the  devoted  servant  of  Christ ;  he  is  now  with  his  Lord  anci  Savior. 

May  we,  who  were  his  companions  and  fellow-servants,  remember 
him,  live  and  labor  as  he  lived  and  labored,  and  teach  the  young  who 
xlid  not  know  him  lessons  of  Christian  diligence  and  faithfulness,  from 
his  pure  life  of  faith,  and  then,  if  faithful  in  our  stewardship,  as  he 
was  in  his,  we  shall  meet  him  again  in  the  better  land.

Peport  of  President  of  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Newberry  College. 

The  exerciser  of  the  College  have  continued,  since  last  report,  with 
satisfaction  to  the  Board. 

The  number  of  students  last  session  was  encouraging,  and  the  at- 
tendance and  conduct  of  the  students  commendable. 

The  Commencement  exercises,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  gave 
evidence  of  diligence  and  efficiency  on  the  part  of  the  Faculty,  and 
much  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  the  patrons  of  the  College,  and  all 
friends  of  the  Institution. 

The  present  session  has  opened  under  even  more  flattering  auspi- 
ces than  heretofore,  and  the  Professors  are  greatly  encouraged. 

Prof.  Clarkson,  Principal  of  the  Preparatory  Department,  resigned 
his  position  during  the  vacation,  and  his  place  is  now  satisfactorily 
supplied  by  the  Faculty. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  desire  to  remind  the  Synod  of  the  vital  im- 
portance of  collecting  the  endowment  as  rapidly  as  it  falls  clue,  in 
order  that  the  efficiency  of  the  College  may  not  be  crippled  by  the 
neglect  of  any  one.  May  it  not  be  well  to  inquire  into  the  expedi- 
ency of  having  an  agent  in  the  field  to  increase  the  endowment  fund 
and  otherwise  labor  for  the  interest  of  the  College. 

The  Board  also  calls  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  importance  of 
appropriating  $75  for  the  purpose  of  insuring  the  College  building  in 
the  sum  of  $10,000. 

A  philosophical  apparatus  is  greatly  needed  in  the  College,  and  a 
donation  of  $500  or  $1,000  from  some  friend,  or  friends,  of  the  Insti- 
tution would  greatly  facilitate  the  means  of  instruction  necessary  in 
a  college  course. 

The  College  Library  also  needs  replenishing,  and  for  this  purpose 
funds  are  necessary.  ••<:, 

And  lastly — but  as  important  as  any — the  College  should  have  an 
increase  of  patronage.  This  can  be  secured  only  by  the  active  co- 
operation of  all  the  ministers  in  the  Church.  It  is  the  duty  of  every 
one  to  hunt  up  and  encourage  young  men  to  enter  our  College,  and 
thereby  fit  themselves  for  service  in  the  Church  and  usefulness  in 
life.

While  we  thank 
God  for  thus  blessing  us,  pastors  are  admonished  at  the  same  time  to 
feel  how  much  depends  on  themselves,  and  to  teach  their  people  how 
much  is  required  of  them.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Report  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Seminary  Fund. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Seminary  Fund  and  all  matters  relating  thereto,  respectfully 
submit  the  following  Report : 

1.  The  Committee  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that  the  papers  pre- 
sented as  the  Report  of  the  late  Treasurer  are  not  signed  by  him ;: 
but  your  Committee  are  reliably  informed  that  the  papers  presented 
were  prepared  by  direction  of,  and  approved  by,,  the  late  Treasurer,, 
but  that  he  was  prevented,  by  his  illness,  from  affixing  his  signature 
thereto.  Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  said  pa- 
pers be  received  as  the  Report  of  the  said  Treasurer. 

2.  Your  Committee  have  examined  carefully  the  Treasurer's  ac^ 
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count  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  find  that  none  of  the 
items  of  the  account  are  vouched.  The  principal  are  the  amounts 
paid  on  account  of  the  salary  of  the  Professor  at  the  Theological 
Seminary,  and  for  two  investments  of  monies  in  certain  coupon 
Bonds,  with  which  the  Treasurer  has  charged  himself  in  his  state- 
ment of  the  assets  of  this  Fund.  The  account,  as  thus  presented, 
your  Committee  find  to  bo  correct.  They,  therefore,  recommend  its 
adoption,  but  suggest  that  the  Committee  appointed  to  transfer  the 
assets  of  this  Fund,  be  instructed  to  endeavor  to  obtain,  from  the 
legal  representatives  of  the  late  Treasurer,  vouchers  for  all  the  items 
of  this  account. 

3.  Your  Committee  have  examined  carefully  the  Report  of  the 
assets  of  this  Fund,  and  find  the  same  correctly  stated,  and  properly 
certified.    Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  its  adoption. 

4.  There  was  presented,  with  the  Report  of  the  late  Treasurer,  a 
letter  written  by  his  direction,  in  which  he  states,  that,  upon  the  Bond 
mentioned  in  his  Report  as  being  in  liquidation,  he  had  received, 
since  the  closing  of  his  Report,  one  thousand  and  forty -seven  dollars. 
As  the  account  had  been  already  closed,  and  as  the  addition  of  this 
item  would  involve  a  re-statement  of  the  account,  your  Committee 
recommend  that  this  portion  of  the  said  letter  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  appointed  to  transfer  the  assets  of  this  Fund,  to  guide 
them  in  making  the  transfer. 

5.  The  attention  of  Synod  is  also  called,  in  this  letter  to  the  preca- 
rious security  of  the  Bonds  known  as  the  "open"  or  "non -mortgage" 
Bonds  of  the  S.  C.  R.  R.  Co.,  and  Synod  is  asked  to  instruct  the 
Treasurer  as  to  what  course  to  pursue  in  regard  to  these  Bonds. 
Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Treasurer  elect  and  his  Advisory  Board  for  such  action  as  they,  in 
the  exercise  of  their  judgment,  shall  deem  for  the  best  interest  of 
this  Fund. 

6.  The  attention  of  Synod  and  your  Committee  has  been  called  to 
the  like  insecurity  of  certain  other  of  the  assets,  to  wit.  certain  per- 
sonal Bonds,  and  other  Bonds  and  Stock  belonging  to  this  Fund.  , 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Treasurer 
elect  and  his  Advisory  Board  for  such  action  as  they,  in  the  exercise 
of  their  judgment,  shall  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  this  Fund,  with 
power  to  demand,  sue  for,  and  collect  any  or  all  of  said  Personal 
Bonds,  and  to  sell  and  dispose  of  such  other  Bonds  and  Stocks,  ac- 
cording as  the  said  Treasurer  and  his  said  Advisory  Board  shall  deem 
for  the  best  interest  of  this  Fund.  And  that  the  President  and  Sec- 
retary of  this  Synod  be  empowered  and  instructed  to  make  such 
transfer,  and  to  give  such  certificates  of  the  authority  of  the  said 
Treasurer  to  sell  and  dispose  of  such  Bonds  and  Stocks,  as  may  be 
required  to  effectuate  a  complete  and  valid  transfer  of  any  or  all  of 
said  Bonds  and  Stocks,  and  for  the  collection  of  any  and  all  of  said 
Personal  Bonds. 

7.  The  attention  of  your  Committee  has  also  been  called  t  >  the 
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fact  that  one  of  said  Personal  Bonds  was  made  to  the  "Classical  and 
Theological  Seminar}*  of  S.  C,"  and  your  Committee  have  been 
asked  to  advise  as  to  the  course  to  be  pursued  in  regard  to  said 
Bond.  As  the  solution  of  this  matter  may  involve  the  consideration 
of  a  legal  question,  and  as  your  Committee  are  not  sufficiently  well 
informed  in  the  matter,  at  present,  to  give  advice,  they  recommend 
that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Treasurer  elect  and  his  Advisory 
Hoard  for  such  action  as  they  shall  be  advised  .vill  be  for  the  best 
interest  of  this  Fund. 

8.  Your  Committee  would  also  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  be 
instructed  to  invest  in  such  public  securities  as  he  and  his  Advisory 
Board  may  deem  secure,  all  monies  that  may,  from  time  to  time, 
come  into  the  hands  of  the  said  Treasurer  from  the  collection  of  any  of 
said  Personal  Bonds,  and  from  the  sale  of  any  of  such  other  Bonds  and 
Stocks ;  that,  if  practicable,  such  public  securites,  as  may  be  thus  ac- 
quired by  the  said  Fund,  be  registered  in  the  name  of  "The  Evangel- 
ical Lutheran  Synod  of  S.  C.  and  Adjacent  States;"  that  the  Presi* 
ident  and  Secretary  of  this  Synod  be  empowered  and  instructed  to 
give  such  orders  and  certificates,  under  the  seal  of  this  Synod,  as  may 
be  necessary  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  interest  upon  the  said  se- 
curities to  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  Fund.  Your  Committee  would  also 
recommend  that  the  President  and  Secretary  of  this  Synod  be  em- 
powered and  instructed,  whenever  the  Treasurer  and  his  Advisory 
Board  shall  deem  a  change  of  such  investments  advisable,  to  make, 
from  time  to  time,  such  transfers  as  may  be  necessary  to  effectuate 
such  change.
